from Wisconsin would do under these 
circumstances; neither do I care. I 
have three daughters; so help me 
God, I had rather find either one of 
them killed by a tiger or by a bear and 
gather up her bones and bury them, 
conscious that she had died In the 
purity of her maidenhood, than have 
her crawl to me and tell me the horrid 
story that she had lost the jewel of 
her. womanhood, or rather had been 
robbed of it, by a black fiend. What 
shall we do with a man who has out- 
bruted the brute and committed an 
act which is more cruel than death? 
Try him? Drag the victim In court, 
for ehe alone can furnish legal evi- 
dence, and make her testify to the 
fearful ordeal through which she has 
passed, undergoing a second cruci- 
fixion?

recruiting station here went on a wild 
rampage in the wholesale district and 
caused great havoc by hurling stones, 
bricks and sticks through the windows 
of stores, saloons and resorts. Upon 
learning of the depredations commit- 
ted by the men Major Glenn, the com- 
mandant at the barracks, sent out a 
detail of 200 soldiers, and 30 of the 
alleged marauders were rounded up 
and placed in the guardhouse at the 
post. Major Glenn promised the po- 
lice that adequate punishment wou'd 
be meted out to all offenders. 


The action of the soldiers was the 


result, it is said, of a cutting affray 
which occurred in a Locust alley re- 
sort, in which a soldier was worsted 
by a negro and ejected from the place. 
The soldier visited the vicinity with a 
crowd of his comrades with the 
avowed purpose, it is said, of wreak- 
ing vengeance upon the negro. Being 
unable to'find the man concerned in 
the assault, it is said the soldiers 
started on the work of destruction.
